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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response, which included amendment to claim 1, filed on 3/28/2008, 
is made of record. Claims 1-11 are pending. Of which claim 11 was withdrawn in the 
previous office action. Upon further consideration, claim 11 is now rejoined and 

examined. In view of applicants, response, the 103 rejection made in the previous 
office action has been obviated. However, the following rejections are applied to claim 
11. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification slnall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

1. Claim 11 is indefinite as It Is not clear what is the structural make-up of the 
composition embraced in claim 1. Claim 11 refers to compound II but there is no such 
compound shown in the claim. It is not clear what X and Y are being referred to. 

2. Claim 11 is an improper dependent claim as it fails to further limit claim 1 on 
which it is dependent. Note the choice of X of claim 1 1 is outside the scope of choice of 
X in claim 1. 

Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to

identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claim 1 1 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 1. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Even with undefined X and Y, it appears that composition of claim 1 1 is changing 
with time as it appears the enzymatic reaction mixture is being recited within the 
composition claim. Hence, claim 1 1 will be duplicate of claim 1 as the process of claim 1 
entails such a composition. Note claim 1 1 is also a process claim as it recites the same 
transformation as claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed, barring finding of any prior art in a subsequent search.
